‘““THE TIMES” ON THE LONDON GHETTOES. 


OUR contemporary, the Times, has this week again turned its. 
attention to. Jews, and foreign-born Jews in particular. 


: The article 
reminds one of the description which the late LoRD LytTTON once 
kave of the British government of Ireland—‘a quick alternation of 
kicks and kindnesses.” But the kicks are more numerous than the 
kindnesses, and they are applied witha minimum of straightforwardness 
and fairness. ‘Take for instance, the assertions in which we are told 
that comparatively little has been heard in recent years of the foreign 
Jewish quarters of London, but that occasionally some outstanding 
mecident, such as the Houndsditch murder, has brought them into 
momentary prominence. The suggestion which this makes is that the 
perpetrators of the Houndsditch crime were Jews—an old fable which 
has been refuted over and over again. Strange that it should 
be resuscitated in the columns of a newspaper which exalts itself over 
its contemporaries by reason of its accuracy. It is not easy to 
see why the Times should suddenly have printed this screed 
on London Ghettoes,” The writer of the article admits that it is

IT is noteworthy that while the Ties writer asserts that the Jews 
are a race apart,” he admits that the foreign-born element is not 
increasing ; that it is slowly coming under distinctly British influences, 
and that the elementary schools are “touching the younger generation.” 
Why, then, this article?) The reason appears to be that, © unfortunately, 
strong separatist influences are at work. A powerful movement has 
arisen to retain, not alone their faith, but their distinctive language, 
manners, life.” This is, apparently, a reference to the Jewish reyivalist 
or Nationalist movement that has become manifest of recent years. 
We do not know what is meant by the idea of Jews retaining their

burn—cling to their ancient traditions. .In point of sheer fact it 3s

THE HAIFA TECHNICAL INSTITUTE: 
WHAT IS THE MATTER? . 


THE is suggested by the very surprising letter which 
Mr. JACOB SCHIFF has sent to the American Hebrew, and which we 
republish elsewhere.

Our readers are familiar with the bitter quarrel 
which raged round the question as to whether Hebrew should be the 
dominant language of the Institute. ut we understood that the dispute 
had, some time ago, been closed by the adoption of proposals put forward 
from the United States, and that the whole trouble had been dismissed 
from mind. But Mr. SCHIFF now writes as if nothing of the sort had 
occurred. He even speaks pointedly of the breakdown of the whole 
project, although he indulges in hopes that it may be © resurrected.” 
This will certainly come as a matter of astonishment to the Jews of this 
country, who will be anxious to know why the recent settlement has 
come to nothing, whether there 1s any truth in the report that the 
American directors of the Institute have resigned, and what there 15 
in the situation which renders it necessary to call a meeting in Berlin 
to consider what should be done either to reorganise the Technicum or 
liquidate its affairs. 
Who are the Disturbers ? 


THE winding up of the scheme is unthinkable, after ali the thought 
that has been expended upon it—to say nothing of the £60,000; and 
it is urgently necessary that the whole truth should be taid bare so 
that we should know who are the disturbers of the peace and why. 
The Institute must undoubtedly be opened, and we look to our 
coreligionists in Germany and elsewhere to see that the project is 
carried through sensibly and harmoniously. Its abandonment would 
not only be a reflection upon the Jewish: race, but would 
constitute a severe blow to the whole movement for the regeneration 
of Palestine. We hope that, after thousands of years of humiliating 
experience, the petty and contemptible habit of strife is not once more 
going to wreck our highest hopes in that direction, 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


THE facts given in an interview. this week in regard to the work 
of the Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau are deserving of 
sympathetic attention. The Bureau, operating on. very. humble and 
modest lines, has succeeded in finding a considerable number of 


situations which do not involve Saturday labour for Jews and 
Jewesses of all ages. This is a good and practical ‘contribution to 
the easing of one of the most perplexing of all our religious dithculties 
—that of Sabbath desecration. Something of the success achieved is 
no doubt attributable to the trade boom. When employers are work- 
ing at high pressure and find that labour is short, they will not waste 
much time about a Saturday half-holiday so long-as hands can be 
obtained. But we do not suppose that when the boom has died down 
the Bureau will find its good work at an end. There are, as is 
explained in the interview, a considerable number of employers who 
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abstain, from religious motives, from Sabbath work, and their ntumber 
is not likely to be diminished by the advent of slack times. Furthermore 
the growing disposition to make Saturday a dies rom, so far as business 
is concerned, also counts for something in this matter—in America 
several large concerns have actually taken to closing altogether on the 
seventh day of the week. 
The Work of the Bureau. 

IN addition the increasing power of labour is a factor to be reckoned 
with and Jewish working-men may, if they so wish, agitate for the 
free Saturday with some success in trades in which they form, so 
to speak, a solid block. In the tailoring industry, e.g., we 
believe much more might be done than has yet been accom- 
plished in the way of producing a more even distribution of the week's 
work, so as to mitigate the evil. of Sabbath violation. The new 
Trade Union of which we spoke last week could produce some effect 
in this direction. We do not of course, contend that the whole 
Sabbath problem can be solved in these ways. The difficulty isa 
erave one that goes deep down into Jewish life and our relation to our 
environment, and onedayit may come to be surveyed authoritatively ina 
broad spirit of statesmanship which perhaps has been somewhat far to 
seek inthepast. Butin the meantime, we may by such efforts as those of 
the Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau, and similar steps that 
might be mentioned, do something in the way of constructive work 
which would at least reduce the dimensions of the problem. Miss 
IX. E. Jesse recently complained, in our columns, that situations with 
Jewish employers cannot be found for the boys and girls of the Jews’ 
Free School. But the success of the Bureau is an excellent answer 
to her letter. Nor, it would appear, does the Bureau agree with Miss 
JESSEL’S contention that there are many Jewish employers who will 
not take Jewish hands because thev occasionally open their premises on 
Saturday. Such emplovers, it is believed, are not disinclined from find- 
ing situations for Jewish lads, but only insist that they should attend on 
Saturday when required. In this matter, as another correspondent 
pointed out, there is the question of jealousy to consider—yjealousy by 
non-Jews of Jewish colleagues who are always free on the Sabbath. 
However, the Bureau could do much more if its slender resources were 
augmented. Those who love our creed and like to see something 


practical done to strengthen its hold in this country can do a useful. 


thing by extending a little support to the Bureau, which 1s toiling 
manfullv at what men of little faith would regard as a heart-breaking 
task.

A PLEA FOR A JEWISH HOSPITAL. 

\WWk ask our readers’ attention toa trulv beautiful defence of the 
Jewish Hospital scheme —written by a Jewish doctor,a member of the 
staff of -one of the general hospitals--which appears in = another 
column. The article is at once bold and pathetic —bold, because it 


' bluntly asserts that the atmosphere of the general hospital is not 


kindly to the Jew; pathetic, because the evidence adduced should 
melt a heart of stone. We know that the allegation 1s serious; but 
the thing that concerns us is not its gravity but its truth, and if 
the statements the writer makes are substantiated-—and he declares 
that he could multiply instances of unsympathetic attitude—then 
elementary humanity calls to us with a voice which we cannot as men 
and women -—we say nothing of Jews and Jewesses—resist. Analysed 
to its essence, the article simply amounts to this: that the Jew in the 
ordinary hospital is unhappy, either because of the unfriendliness or 
the strangeness of the environment. The moving tale which the 
doctor gives of the resistance of a Jewish patient to an impending 
operation, and his smiling and happy acquiescence, when he heard the 
word “ Shalom’? whispered in his ear by our correspondent, is a 
pathetic instance of the effect of the strange environment. 
‘Jewish Pain.” 

Bur the lack of sympathy comes from a different cause. The Jew is 
a highly-strung and nervous creature. In the presence of pain the 
nervousness becomes agitation and ‘irritation, and the agitation is 
enhanced by the Jew’s love of life. The Gentile staff, unable to 
appreciate this, write down the patient in their hands as a coward and 


an ingrate. Some people have said in their haste that there is no 


such thing as Jewish pain, and that, therefore, a Jewish Hospital is 
an illogical anachronism. Nothing could be farther from thetruth. A 
person who is emotional and compact of nerves, whose whole outlook 
upon the world is governed by the conception “I will not die, but I 
will live, and declare the works of the Lord,” rather than by the 
Christological theory which sets far greater store on a future life 
than on man’s life on earth—such a person suffers a specific pain 
—a Jewish pain—in the presence of those who do not understand 
his nature or his conceptions, and use him accordingly. We do not 
blame the hospitals, or their staffs. They are the victims of tradition, 
inheritance, and inability to realise the workings of a strange and 
different nature. But we do blame Jews who, knowing these things, 
or being in a position to know them, yet refuse their help in the hour 
of their brothers’ greatest need.

the Jew’s advantage—to which Dr. Woopcock also referred’ 
obvious.

The Chief Rabbi noted it, and 
ittered a warning against the straying from the narrower fenced-in 


paths of Judaism. He saw danger in the breaking down of barriers which, 
irksome as restraints, are invaluable as defences. *’ Mow not eventhe grass 
upon the ramparts ’’ is a free translation of a Persian proverb. Yet a thick 
vernal overgrowth may hide’ some deep fissure which is undermining the 
battlements and destroying their stability. Seen in time, its repair may 
avoid disaster. 


The apostasy that is rife in Anglo-Jewry takes in the main the form of 

abandoment and desertion, passive rather than active, from Judaism. It is 
far less a matter of principle than of practice. Men and women slide away, 
for the most part gradually, from under the aegis of their faith, They 
abandon its practices much more readily than they abjure its principles. 
Bit by bit they cast off rite and ritual till the principle underlying Judaism is 
left naked, unprotected from the surrounding elements. It thus falls an 
easy prey to the hot, fierce sun of toleration on the one hand, or to the 
cold, biting winds of persecution on the other. There is a natural dis- 
position to cast off garments that are ill-fitting and out of fashion. It needs 
much moral courage to maintain a dress that marks us out in the crowd as 
peculiar, eccentric, anomalous. A hundred proverbs admonish us against 
throwing away dirty water till we have clean. The apostasy that impelled 
the Chief Rabbi’s observations points to the folly of discarding even old, 
worn, dowdy religious wrappings before providing ourselves with new ones that 
will do us equal service with the ones we would get rid of. Extermarriage 
is a consummation of apostasy. It is the most palpably glaring manifesta- 
tion of the religious unrest, of the lack of religious equilibrium that exists in 
Anglo-Jewry and which she shares with the Jewries of many another land. 
Marital alliances between Jews and non-Jews have become so common as to 
have ceased to evoke much more than passing notice. Those who enter 
into these alliances are to all intents and purposes lost to Judaism. They 
themselves may now and again be seen above the surf at the harbour bar, 
but their children will go down into the engulphing vortex. The fathomless 
depths will cover them,

Would it, then, not be more profitable to put to onrselves a broader and 
more general question than that into which the learned Chief Rabbi's words 
for the moment crystallised? ‘ What leads to Jewish apostasy?” should 
prove a fruitful theme for thought. It might well be pondered in the quiet

Just in the social conditions and not 
essentially in their religious circumstances lies the true cause of apostasy 
among us. It forms for us a riddle of the sphinx. Religious circumstances 
may mitigate the social conditions. A strictly-conforming Jew may retuse 
to yield to society what he has inherited as a precious birthright, as he 
would put it, from the Almighty himself, pre terring to bear every social 
disability involved, because he would not recognise them as disabilities. 
But in such case his religious faithfulness w ould be at war with the social 
demands upon him. If he would be true to his faith, he must set a 
rampart between himselt as Jew and his neighbour as non-Jew. — In 
which case he will be up against the proposition that the Jew is a person 
apart, segregated, in and not of. Or religious circumstances may, so to 
speak, mitigate the social barrier and then apostasy stretches out before him. 
In this sense, narrow and partial and incomplete as it is, the Chef Rabbi 
was right in declaring that Reform led to Apostasy. But only in tac sense 
that Liverpool or Sonthampton or Plymouth leads to America, Desiring 
to go to the “other side’? one may make for the places named. But all who 
make for these ports do not go to America. It is the great ocean 
beyond, the social conditions, which form the determining ‘factor. A 
reform Jew can remain just as socially segregated as an orthodox.

It may impel us by welcome, it may 
compel us by persecution. We cannot render ourselves immune from its 
power save by social segregation, whiclr would give to our enemies a sharp 
weapon for our undoing. The most and the best we can do is palliate the 
circurmstances we cannot avoid. We can strengthen our people, we can 
invigorate our young, so that they may be proof against falling altogether 
prone before the alltirements or the compulsions of our social surroundings. 
We can do so by training and education, and the training and - education 
that are most efficacious, having regard to all conditions, are not necessarily 
of the purely religious order. To infuse into our young a love of their God, 
were indeed well; but for the exact purpose in view, a keen sense of the love 
of our people is all-essential. A knowledge of our great and glorious past, 
of what Jews have been able to do amid the nations of the earth, building 
upon that the fine destiny for which, as a people, we have been preserved, a 
power to see the true nobility and grandeur of the Jew beneath the thick 
silt which ages have cast over them; in short, all that Is involved ‘in Jewish 
patriotism, or, if you will, the patriotism for Judaism. These will give us 
sturdy instead of anwmic children of Isracl, who will not! ill ready victims 
to the social forces around them.

‘My feelings were intensified On seeing, in your last issue, the short editorial 
announcement and the pernicious eftusion of ‘One who Knows.” The writer 
shows that he “knows,” but he appears to know too much, -He makes allegations 
not only as to what took place at meetings of the Education Committee and the 
Council, but also in the class-room of one of the professors. The inference is to

That may be so, but I can testify to a conversation with the Chief 


Rabbi more than a year ago, when he expressed to me the views he held as to the 


teaching of Homiletics which he has more recently expounded to the Education 


Committee and to the Council. The next gentleman whose conduct is impugned 
is the Rev. A. A. Green. There was no motion on the Agenda of. the Education 
Committee meeting in the name of Mr. Green. Mr. Green is not a member of the 
Committee. He had no right to and did not move any resolution. Mr. Green 
was present at the meeting merely by invitatian. He holds views on the teaching 
of Homiletics, on which he is an expert, which he did not wish to propound at the 
Council in the presence of the Press, and therefore asked leave to place them 
before the Education Committee which meets in private (if we ignore ‘One who 
Knows” and his pretended disclosures). Mr. Green addressed himself to the 
question in the abstract, and it was much to his surprise that by a coincidence 
it was at that same meeting that the renewal of the appointment as from 
Ist October — next under consideration. It is absolutely untrue that 
the majority of the Committee pointed out that the present teaching was 
quite satisfactory. It is also, as far as [ know, quite untrue that the Chief Rabbi 
agitated in the matter after the meeting of the Education Committee. It was from 
a different quarter that one or two members of the Council, not on the Education 
Committee, suggested continuing Dr. Samuel Daiches in his present post and 
emoluments, but entrusting to Mr. Green the teaching of the “technique of 
sermon making,” including. references to the English Literature and to English 
preachers. I called on Mr. Green and submitted the proposal to him. To his 
great honour, he consented to give his time and the benefit of his practical 
experience to the College, stipulating that he would only do so if Dr. Daiches 
were maintained in h's Lectureship, and that he (Mr. Green) should be allowed 
to give his services in a purely honorary capacity. 

I have endeavoured in the foregoing to do justice to the two gentlemen I have 
named. I find I have still to defend myself. 
Chair as an amendment, by way of addition, to the resolution proposed respecting 
Dr. Daiches, ‘and that the Rev. A. A. Green be appointed for one year honorary 
teacher of the technique of sermon-making.” It was submitted that this was out of 
order, as no notice had been given.

A Plea for *‘ Jewish.” 


To THE Epiror.—From “INTERESTED.” 

Sir, —' With the ingenuity of Mr. Dick, with all the contortions and false 
innuendos and the mendacious imputation of motives” which the writer in the 
‘Communal Armchair” ascribes to the supporters of the original decision of the 
Education Committee, “‘ Mentor ” succeeds in converting this controversy into 
a fight between those who love and admire “‘ English ideas, English ideals, and 
English scholarships” and those who are animated by “all the bitter feeling, 
the miserable jealous sentiment which clusters round ‘ Foreign’ as opposed to 
‘English.’ * The Chief Rabbi is represented as the Englishman whois tormented by 
the fear that the students of Jews’ College and their sermons might not be sufficiently 
imbued with the English spirit. The Kev. A. A. Green, who is to be the guardian 
of the English style at the College, is compared with the “ raw yokel of a police 
man” or the “absolutely unlettered postman” who is tc indicate tothe students the 
road to effectiveness in the pulpit, and the community is appealed to to intervene 
in this struggle for the purpose of saving Jews’ College from the hands of the 
‘foreign professors” and helping the Chief Rabbi.and the Kev. A. A. Green to 
win the great battle for England's honour. : 

But is the lecturer of Homiletics really expected to teach the stullents of Jews 
College English, and to make them acquainted with the great writers and speakers 
“that have moved English hearts, and have influenced English minds,” as 
explained by “ Mentor” in his defence of the Chief Rabbi's action? I can well 
understand Jews’ College providing thestudents with a master of elocution, but 1 
could not imagine anything more absurd than to expect our Rabbinical Seminary 
to take the place of the school, the college, or the university, in teaching the 
students English, literature, or even English composition. 

There is, however, one very important fact which ‘‘ Mentor,” completely 
forgets, and which your readers will do well to realise before they make 
up their minds as to the merits of the present controversy. The Chief Rabb: 
‘himself. has pointed this out. on more than one occasion. The Anglo 
Jewish pulpit as a whole, is in a very bad condition, ‘and is undoubtedly 
the most.ineffective Jewish pulpitin the world. We all remember the despair which 
a speech of the Chief Rabbi at Jews’ College drove into the hearts of our clergy only 
afew monthsago. There is no need to be as pessimistic as the Chief Rabbi con 
cerning the abilities of our Rabbis and Ministers, and to give them up as incapable 
But there is certainly something lacking in the sermons and addresses of many of 
the occupants of our pulpits—something which cannot be obtained from a better 
knowledge of the English language and literature, but could be gained from a 
greater familiarity with Hebrew and its literature. Our preachers who have 
received their training at Jews’ College are never short of quotations from English 
writers and are never tired of copying English (Christian) preachers—but very few 
of them are able to give us a truly Jewish sermon, to inspire a truly Jewssh 


audience, to expound Jewish ideas and Jewish ideals, to interpret Jewish writers 


and Jewish scholarship. I am just as great a lover of England and of all 
that English culture stands for as “Mentor,” and the Chief Rabbi, and the 
Rev. A. A. Green. But I venture to say that English culture is imbibed by 


us sufficiently in our everyday life from our school days to our last hours. . 


The Synagogue is there to convey to us Judaism, the pulpit is there to 
plant into our hearts love and reverence for all that is Jewish, and to bring 
home to our young and old the inimitable beauties of our sacred literature, Biblical, 
Midrashic, liturgical, poetical, philosophical. Is it impossible for gentlemen like 
Mentor“ to appreciate this? Many of our ministers who are alumni of Jews’ 
College owe their homiletic training to their senior colleagues (including the Rev. 
A. A. Green) who for many years took turns at the College in teaching the students 
“the construction of a sermon.” Are the results so remarkable that we should 
crave for a return to the old order ? ; | 
It will be the fervent hope of all who are interested in the welfare of the 
Community and in the future of Jews’ College that the objection to Mr. Green's 
appointment which Dr. Bichler is reported to have conveyed to the Council will 
be seriously considered by that body, and that both the Chief Rabbi and Mr, 


Green will demonstrate by their attitude the truth of the Rabbinic dictum, —

THE LATE MR. CHAMBERLAIN

MR. ZANGWILL AND THE EAST AFRICAN SCHEME. 


The Times of Saturday last printed a letter from Mr. Zangwill, in which that 
gentleman, referring to the short article on Mr. Chamberlain's connection with 
onism, given in our last issue, says :— 

As your correspondent mentions me in connection with Mr. Chamberlain's offer of a 
‘erritory to the Zionists, I trust [ may be permitted to correct his history. It is indeed 
rrious to represent the rejection of the East African plateau as having occurred with 
no dissentient: voice,” when he himself scarcely conceals that a large minority of 
‘ne Zionists seceded and formed the Jewish Territorial Organisation rather than counten- 
nee this act of folly. The project for which I won the sympathy of Mr. Chantberlain was, 
owever, a far wider scheme than that originally suggested——nothing less, in fact, than the 
nversion of British East Africa intoa British-Jewish colony, British East Africa was then 
designed to afford an emigration outlet for Hindus, later 
ed as a paradise for Britons, and suffering, like the British Empire in general, froma 
ised and vacillating policy. I suggested to the late Mr. Lyttelton—and my elaborate 
heme doubtless still lies in the archives of the Colonial Office—how British East Africa 
ht be developed so as to strengthen this Empire of all creeds and colours by! a loyal 
wud grateful Jewish land, populated mainly by Jews.from Russia—agricultural pioneers in 
first instance from the Jewish farm colonies in the West and South of Russia. 

It is characteristic of Mr. Chamberlain’s statesmanship that when I unfolded this 

to him at his house in Prince’s Gardens, he exclaimed, There'll be the devil to 

pay, but I'll stick to you through thick and thin.” He promised to take the platform on 

tehalf of the scheme whenever I should give the word.. Mr. Chamberlain, then at the 

height of his vitality, was keenly conscious of the haphazard fashion in which the British 
frmypire had grown up, and as keenly anxious to introduce order and reason into its future

RUSSIAN POLITICS AND THE JEWS, 


THE CABINET AND FHE JEWISH. QUESTION, 


OUR CORRESPONDENI 


Last week was marked by a series of very important events close}, affecting 
Our coreligionists in. Russia. The Cabinet had: under discussion the late 
M. Stolypin’s circular, which accords to some 12,000 Jews settled outside the 
Pale the right to remain in their respective places of domicile. ‘The majority of 
the Ministers decided that the circular was illegally issued, but they admitted that 
the sudden expulsion of such a Jarge number of Jews was hkely to lead to 
disastrous results. It was, therefore, resolved to submit to the Tsar the question 
of the advisabilty of issurng an Imperial permitting those Jews to remain 
outside the Pale as a special mark of favour in connection with. the tercentenary 
of the Romanoff dynasty. It will, hdwever, be announced that further concesc:ons 
with regard to domicile will not be granted to Jews. 

At the same sitting the proposal once made by the former Pre mier. M. 
Kokovtzeff, to mark the Romanoff tercentenary by granting more privileges to the 
Jews, was again d cussed, but the Cabinet adjourned without adopting any 
decision on the matter While dealing with the question of exiles, I nught add 
that last week a deep impression was created in the capital by the suicide of a Jew 
named \Weinstock, as the result of his sudden expulsion from St. Peter: burg. 


CHRISTIAN DEPUTATION TO PREMIER ON THE JEWISH PROBLEM. 


Last week the Premier recermed a deputation of Christian: aptains of trade and 
industry headed by the member of the Upper House, M: Avdakotf, and by Baron 
Maidel. The deputation presented to the Premier a memorial against the restric- 
tions on Jews im respect to joint stock compames. The memorial showed that the 
financial world already felt them keeniy, and that they were a hindrance to the 
de. elopment of the country, inasmuch. as they were an obstacle to the 
etiisation of Jewish and foreign capital ‘and to the formation of new 


companies. The delegates also took the opportumity of drawing the attention 
of the Premier to the lawless and wild persecution of the Jews, especially Wm 
S:ibena and at the Nijni NoO\ yorod fair, where the Governor does not allow Jews 


torent premisesand to siton the Council. The Premier s reply and attitude were dis- . 
appoinung. Headmutted that superfluous acts of repression against Jews were indeed 
injurious to commerce, but, in his opimion, the circumstances were not so critical as 
the deleyates described them: He pointed out that the new regulations did not affect 
the mining industries, and he did not regard them as serious obstacles to the paper, 
sugar, and timber companies. . He considered it possible to suspend the reyula- 
tions in special cases only, but he declined to be dictated to by European public 
opinion on the matter, and insisted on the desirability of the measures on the 
whole. He believed that the matter was too trivial to attract attention abroad. 
As regards the complaints against other anti-Semitic acts, he promiséd_ to 
refer them to the Minister of the Interior. (onsequent on the interview, it is 
expected that at the fair at Nijni-Novgorod only will the Jewish cause win, owing 
to the fact that many Pale cities conduct operations there to the value. of ‘millions 
of roubles, and the Russian Government is anxious to ensure the success of the 
fair. It is also announced that the Government will not proceed with schemes 
for restricting the numbers of Jewish apothecaries and agents for agricultural 
machines. Otherwise, the Ministry; with marked tenacity, pursues its anti-Jewish 
Russification policy in the companies, and even in the credit societies. The 
members of the deputation told the Premier plainly that they regarded his reply 
as unsatisfactory, and they reminded him of the late M. Stolypin’s promise to grant 
‘reforms at the close of the revolutionary era. | 

In connection with these pro-Jewish efforts, keen regret is expressed at the 
dismissal of M. Arbusov from the post of Director of the Department of General 
Affairs. M: Arbusov was one of the staunchest supporters of the Jewish cause in 
the Ministry of the Interior. 


STATEMENT BY- THE MINISTER OF COMMERCE. 


A few days later the same deputation visited the Minister of Commerce. 
M. Timashev favourably received the delegates, and posed as a friend of the 
captains of trade and commerce. He concurred in the Premier's reply, but he 
added that as the new regulations relating to Jews in joint stock companies were 
misunderstood, the Government would shortly issue a circular which would throw 
light on them. The Minister of Finance and the State Controller have already 
approved the circular, which awaits the sanction of the Cabinet. 


STATE COMPENSATION FOR POGROM SUFFERERS; 


Many Russian nobles have lately awakened to the fact that anti-Semitism was 
not a very dignified policy, and they have protested against it accordingly. The 
decision of the Council of the Nobility to embrace in their scheme of State 
compensation to the sufferers of riots also the Jewish victims of pogroms 
demonstrates the growth of this feeling. It is stated that the nobles secured for 
their plan support in several Ministerial departments, and that their scheme will be 
discussed by an inter-Ministerial committee. Once the State is obliged to pay 
compensation, we may rest assured that there will be no more pogroms. . 

SEVERE REGULATIONS FOR JEWISH CONVERTS. 

Following the action of certain Governors the Holy Synod has resolved to 
introduce more stringent regulations when admitting Jews to the Orthodox creed. 
Minors will have to produce a permit from their parents. Even after their con- 
version all converts will be closely watched, and 1t.on-attendance at Church and’ 
other proofs suggesting that conversion was decided upon with the view to gaining 
equal rights will result in the excommunication of the convert and the loss of all 
privileges, especially in the educational] institutions. A long trial of the real 
inclinations of the applicant will precede the official conversion, 


THE RUSSO-AMERICAN TREATY. 
It is expected in Russia that the recently appointed American Ambassador at 
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St. Petersburg, Mr. Marve, will commence negotiations for a new Russo-Americab 
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GALVESTON. 


MR. SCHIFF. ON: THE CLOSING. THE. BUREAU, 

In the current iscue of Jewish Charities, Mr. Jacob H. Schiff. gives an 
interesting account of the establishment of the Galveston Information Bureau, 
and attributes its closing to various causes.. He writes: 


The fact that only one line of transportation from Europe to Galveston was 
available—the North German Lloyd steamers from Bremen-—placed the emigrant 
who wished to come to Galveston more or less at the mercy of this single steam- 
ship company, and while on the whole the accommodation the latter furnished 
was reasonably satisfactory, a journey of twenty-three days in steerage quarters 
brought in itself discomforts, which frequently led to not always unjustified 
complaints on the part of emigrants. But what has proved the greatest handicap 
was the attitude of the Federal Government, which, having an immigration 
station at Galveston, did not always show itself as sympathetic as the Committee 
believed it was justified in expecting. The Committee had assumed that its 
efforts to deflect immigration from the congested centres of the North Atlantic 
Coast and open a new route leading directly into the American Hinterland, where 
the labourer is still. much in demand, would meet with every encouragement on 
the part of the Federal authorities, who, however, to the contrary in recent times, 
since immigration has been transferred from the Iepartment of Commerce and 
Labour to the newly created Labour Department, have shown what must be 
called a repressive policy, which has become most marked at Galveston, where 
the law is being now applied with rigidity and deportation ordered for such. 
slight reasons that the proportion of the excluded whose prompt deportation is 
insisted upon by the Government equals 5 per cent., as compared with an average 
of 1.21 per cent. at all other American ports. 

* Under such conditions the Committee, after careful deliberation, has con- 
clided that it is useless to. continue the eftort for which it was organised—to 
deflect emigration from the congested centres at New York and other North Atlantic 
eaports—-and it has decided to discontinue the Galveston Bureau after next 
September. By that time some 10,000 Jewish immigrants will have been estab- 
lished through the Galveston Committee at numerous points in the Far West, 
South-West and North-West, where most of these new arrivals have been able to 
found dignitied existence and happy homes. Centres have thus been created, to 
which many others are certain to be attracted from the more congested places in 
the Eastern States. At the same time the existence of these centres will induce many 
in Russia and elsewhere, who are forced to emigrate, to avoid the congested 
American seaport towns, and to go direct to the places in the Hinterland, where 
their frends have already established themselves. 

“In this manner the ‘Galveston movement’ is certain to continue and 
ultimately work out silently, but effectuvely, the problem for which it has been 
started,” 

In a somewhat ungracious and very irascible letter to last week's Jewish 
CikonieLe, Mr. Zangwill declares that the cessation of the Galveston immigra- 
tion work marhs “the completion of a programme.” ‘ Asa matter of, fact,” he 
says, “we have continued for some-two years lonyer than we announced.” And he 
dares anyone to suggest that the non-continuance of the scheme means in the 
remotest degree anything in the nature of failure. This reads somewhat curiously 
when set beside what Mr. Jacob H. Schiff says in the current issue of Jewish

THE HAIFA TECHNICUM. 
MR. SCHIFF’S VIEWS, 


Mr. Jacob H. Schiff has sent the following tothe American Hebrew : 


* At various times——last in your issue of the 26th inst.—the assertion has been | 


made in public print that my interest in the Haifa Technicum and consequent 
contribution to its building fund, became evoked through Dr. Schmarya Levin, 
whois one of the leaders of the Jewish Nationalist Movement. 

‘While I have heretofore not deemed it worth while to take any notice of this 
assertion, it is high time, because of its frequent repetition, that I state once for all, 
that this statement is entirely incorrect. It was not Dr. Levin, but Dr. Paul 
Nathan, of Berlin, who first acquainted me with the plan to erect at Haifa a Jewish 
institution for technical education in all its branches, and because of the earnestness 
with which Dr. Nathan demonstrated to me what could be done through the 
medium of such an institution in the raising of the cultural level and the possibilities 
of the rising generation of Palestinian Jews, I became interested in the project. 

“My interest became, to no small extent, further stimulated because of the 
prospect which here opened itself for the German, Russian, and American Jew, 
for the Orthodox, the Reformer, the Zionist, and the anti-Zionist, to co-operate 
harmoniously in the cause of cultural elevation and progress in Palestine. 

“Unfortunately, in the end, things have turned out entirely different from what 
had been expected in the beginning, and instead of the harmony in the governing 
body of the institution, the seat of which is in Berlin, which had prevailed for four 
or five years, serious differences arose just at the time the extensive buildings of the 
Technicum were almost completed, and the institution was about ready to be 
thrown open to the Palestinian youth, 

“These differences became, no doubt, so acute because of the obstinacy of both 
sides to the controversy which had arisen, but the fact stands out incontrovertibly 
that a small minority in the governing body, led by Dr. Levin, by their hasty 
resignation and inopportune agitation, brought about consequences which—not- 


withstanding the efforts of the American curators, who were a unit in their con- . 


clusions—have finally led to the bteakdown of the project when almost on the 
point to be realised and when upwards of 300,000 dols. had already been expended 
upon it. 3 
“While I earnestly hope that ways and means may be found to res 7 

Technicum, so that it may yet become dedicated to the great naseiien ices 
intended for, the deplorable occurrences that have in the end led to its present 
break-down, have clearly shown that Palestinian affairs are swayed by what I 
believe to be a comparatively small group of Jewish Nationalists, who, while 
continually clamouring for the support and co-operation of international Jewry for 
Palestinian work of every character, will not hesitate to stoop to employ the most 
reprehensible means in order to accomplish, forcibly, if needed, their own purposes 
and designs. 


“ International, and in particular American Jewry, had better carefully consider 


how far in such a state of affairs, it is advisable for the time being to increase its 
interest in and support of Palestinian projects and aftairs.

The Greek Press campaign against the Jews continues unabated. The most 
insignificant act on the part of a Jew is unduly magnified. For instance, a petty 
dispute in a tannery here, ow ned by aJew, between Jewish and Greek workmen was 
made the occasion of a violent political discussion in the Greek journal Macedonia, 
which put all the blame on the shoulders of the Jews, Another paper relates that 
a Jew, whose name for obvious reasons it does not mention, had stated that 


the Turkish fleet’ would soon anchor in our roads. And again, the 
Jews are held up to execration because some of them _ continue to 


their Philo-Turkish sentiments. In _ this 
connection the Macedonia says: “This act constitutes an offence to the 
Greek nation. What is to be done with these Jews? The time will come when 
we shall no longer bear with them. They do not close their shops on the national 
féte day, and they insult the King.” I could give many more instances of the 
manner in which the Hellenic Press incites the people, both in New and Old Greece, 
against the Jews. 

‘And what of the authorities, whose duty it is to put a stop to these attacks? 
They remain as inactive as they were when the outbreak began; thus by their 
silence they encourage these vicious papers in their work of sowing discord and 
hatred. This reprehensible attitude is not creditable to the Government, and 15 
not calculated to gain for it the goodwill and affection of the Jews.

WHY JEWS NEED IT. 


SOME PRACTICAL EXPERIENCES. 


[FROM A JEWISH DOCTOR.! 


The opposition to the Jewish Hospital movement seems to be so 
deep-seated among. a certain class of Jew--a class whose very support is 
essential to the success of the scheme—that I feel it to be my duty to point’ 
to and emphasise certain facts which, since they are so ugly, have been in 
the main avoided in the discussions that have taken place. In a sense, it 
is with reluctance that I write upon this subject, for I had hoped that the 
community would have felt instinctively the necessity for the creation of 
such an institution without it being pointed out, as it must now be pointed 
out, that in the large majority of cases the Jewish in-patient—and, indeed. 
the out-patient also—does not have an altogether happy time of it. 


Our race are at the best of times highly-strung nefvous creatures, and 
this. becomes most patent when they are ill and in strange surroundings. 


Intelligent and understanding people would make due allowance for 
thi-; but my experience is that nurses and house surgeons, practically with- 
out exception, when confronted by a Jewish patient who is the least. bit 
nervous or irritable, express themselves, and. often act, in the most ungener-:

THE TRAINING OF CHILDHOOD (tI1.). 


“Train up a child in the way he should go, and when he is old he with 
not depart from tt.°—Proverbs xxit., 6. 


These discourses on the Training of Childhood have brought us so far 
to the consideration of a question of very serious moment—for our generation 
~-whether we are not allowing pleasure and excitement to fill too big a place 
in the lives of our children. Are we not in danger, in this luxurious age, of 
confounding happiness with self-indulgence? It is a recognised fact that 
we need at least two years’ of uninterrupted habits to produce lasting 
effects. But some parents would seem to think that good habits can be 
established’ in three months. Se that when, at the end of that period, 
children come home from school, all.the good habits they haye formed 
there may be upset by inordinate indulgence. Consider the round of 
gaicties and amusements prepared for Jewish children during the 
Christmas holidays. Apart from the impropriety of bringing up Jewish 
children to observe a Gentile celebration, do such festivities not encourage ° 
the very tendencies to self-indulgence that we ought to combat in our 
children? How are they to grow up self-restrained, alert to the call of duty, 
able to give up present pleasure for future gain, quick to feel for the suffer- 
ings of the miserable and to deny themselves for the happiness of others, 
resolute to overcome evil, faithful to their religion and cheerfully ready to 
make the sacrifices which Judaism in particular demands of them—how 1s 
all this to be effected if pleasure is put forward as practically. the only object 
worth striving after, and the gratification of the senses is made to appear 
the chief aim of life. tle growing tendency in these days to 
throw off religious moral restraints, and we may well ask ourselves 
whether this does not largely result from the lax and indulgent methods of 
treating children which have come into vogue in modern times.

Spartan Methods of Training.

wo, There was in those days too much repression of the naturally buoyant 
spirits of childhood, and punishments were often unreasonable and cruel. 
And in many other respects the training was unwise. We have learnt much 
since then. but there is much that we need to learn over again. In depart 


ing from the one extreme ot bringing up children in an unnecessarily harsh 
school, we have rushed to the opposite extreme of making things all too easy 
and pleasant for them, saving them every trouble, deferring to them over. 
much, and treating them to the excitements of grown-up people. It becomes 
a serious question whether our. present methods are not as injudicious in 
their way as fornier methods were. Certainly our modern methods tend to 
lose sight of the fact that sooner or later our clildren will have to face the 
stern realities of life. Weare but laying up unhappiness for them if we do 
not discipline them to meet and overcome dithculty while they are under our 


in goodness. We advance by small acts of self-control and self-denial. We 
may begin with the most trivial exercises of patience... By persevering in 
them we shall gradually acquire greater strength and resolution. 
Obedience to Parents. | 

But the enforcement of discipline involves the habit of obedience to 
parents and teachers. It is manifest that we can only instil into our children 
habits of duty and self-control if we have first implanted in them the principle 
of obedience. When we come to reflect upon this principle,,we cannot help 
recognising that it constitutes the great law of life. Judaism is for ever 
insisting on it because all religion, all morality, is nothing other than obedi- 
ence to the dictates of conscience. Obedience sums up in a word the who'e 
duty of man. Hence the need of diligently cultivating this disposition in 
early childhood. If the question be asked: How soon should we commence 
to teach children to obey ? we reply that we can scarcely commence too 
soon.’ It was an exceptionally wise mother who said: “I always finish 
teaching my children obedience before they are one year old."" Few ‘of us 
can hope to reach so early a success as this. But at least an experience of 
this kind is full of valuable suggestion. It points to an ideal, unattainable, 
perhaps, but one which parents will do well to keep before. them. There are 
two kinds of obedience. Obedience may be blind and it may be intelligent. 
If, in the earliest stages of education, it may be necessary to cultivate the 
first kind of obedience, as the years roll on obedience should grow in 
intelligence. There should be less and less need to compel it. It should 
come to be willing and self-directed. In rendering obedience to his parents, 
a child has to be gradually taught that he is exercising his own will, and not 
merely being swayed by the will of others. A child has to learn after a time 
that he is co-operating with his parents. But if he is for ever being enslaved 
by the commands of others, it is possible that he will resent his loss of 
freedom, and when he has the opportunity he may break out into licence. 
That is probably the reason why some men and women who have been 
trained in the strictest homes are often most ready to throw off the bonds of 
restraint. They have been too much trained in habits of blind obedience, 
their intelligence and sympathies have not been sufficiently appealed to. 
‘Come now and let us reason together,’’ which is God's eternal appeal to 
the human conscience, should be the guiding principle ia the parental 
upbringing of children. They must often be shown that-what they are asked 


| to do is the right thing and the best thing in their own interests. For nevet

THE REV. DR. M. H. HARRIS. 


SERMONS AT THE BERKELEY STREET AND HILL STREET 
SYNAGOGUES. 

Tie Kev. Dr. M. H. HAkkts, of New York, was preacher at the Berkeley Street 
vnagogiie last Sabbath. *‘* The Blessedness of Need” was the theme of the ser- 
mon, in the course of which the preacher said: Man is among the weakest of 
animals, none born more helpless than he, none more needing the protection of 
others. This mutual need of man upon his fellow is not a frailty to be deplored, 
but a blessing to be hailed. Providence, we feel, has wisely ordained‘ that we 
should depend upon one another in order that we may become more closely united. 
We live by mutual help and all the finer touches of humanity are thereby evolved. 
It creates kindness, bravery, tenderness, sacrifice, philanthropy. We do not goas 
far as Rabbi Akiba in saving that the poor exist only that through them we may 
exercise meritorious charity, but we agree with him to the extent of realising that 
it is as blessed to give as to receive, and that the bestower is aided as well 
as the beneficiary. With this mutual inter-dependence, grows our sense 
of human responsibility, for we can no longer be indifferent to people who 
are connected with us in thousands of different ways. If men in one continent are 
growing grain for my food, and in another weaving linen for my clothing, I cannot, 
with the Greeks, call them *‘ barbaroi,” as strangers beneath my concern. (ur 
inter-related needs have not only answered religion’s first question as to whether 
we are our brothers’’ keepers, but have also discovered that’ all men are our 
brothers. Because we need them, we realise at the same time that they need us, 
and should glory in the fact of their dependence on us. Gradually, then, we have 
come to learn that man best fulfils one of his functions in making himself needed. 
This is one of the duties of life, yes, and one of its charms. Take away the 
physical weakness of woman and you remove the gallant chivalry of man’s pro- 
tection. Remove the dependence of man on woman in other aspects of life, and 
you remove woman's soothing influence and spiritual sway. “It is being needed, 
makes the father’s worth, the mother’s bliss, the woman's life.” Love is the off- 
spring of need. Without need, half of our ethical codes, culminating in the 
admonition, “ Love thy neighbour as thyself,” would lose their point and purpose. 
It is one of those “ touches of nature that makes the whole world kin.” Do not 
then resist the call of those that need you, but gladly respond, forgetting not that 
however much you may be needed, you need more than you can‘ ever give. Let 


us see in this need not the imperfection of nature, but its glory, for it makes us 
human, aye, it almost makes us divine.

Preaching in the afternoon at the Liberal Synagogue, the Rev. Dr. M. H§ 


Harris said the reading public has been startled by a programme of the 
Twentieth Century Religion by Emeritus President Eliot, of Harvard University. The 
wide attention given to this creed by the Press and by the Pulpit must be due to 
the eminence of the author rather than to the value of the proposition itself, for it 
contains no, original contribution towards religious belief or outlook. The 
progress of science making clear the reign of eternal law throughout creation has 
almost radically changed man’s conception of God’s activity in the world. Just 
as the world has changed politically so has it changed socially. The status of 
woman has changed—she is man’s equal and good worker, sharing with him rights 
and responsibilities. In this respect, perhaps, the Church may have been more in 
advance than the Synagogue. Economic and sociologic Changes are reacting on 
religion. Turning to some of the Biblical precepts, mark how the prohibitions 
against coveting a neighbour’s cattle and fields, the command to leave the corners 
of the field of the harvest gleanings for the poor, the Jubilee law of restoration of 
homesteads reflect the specific economic conditions of an agricultural period of 
history. We can well see how the changed status of ‘society to-day would modify 
these data while maintaining their spirit. Much that President Eliot has called 
new is really old. It is new, however, in the completeness of the survey. . New 
also in some of the implications. Some of Dr. Eliot’s critics question his right to 
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call ‘his new programme Christian, since it involves the giving up of so many of 
the cardinal doctrines of the Church, but we can appreciate his desire to regard 
the new beliefs of his age as a development of the eld rather than as a break with 
it. There is a tremendous value in the spirit of continuity, in a maintenance of 
the tradition, in linking the past with the present, and it is nature's way. She 
never begins anew. Her stofy is one continuous flow. In the same way we 
Reform Jews cling jealously and tenaciously and with far better right to our title 
in Judaism, although we have taken a new departure from some of its older 
concepts. We regard our liberalism as a legitimate evolution from the Synagogue. 
Ours is not a new edifice, only an added wing to the old and revered home. We 
have changed many customs because we have changed beliefs. But it is our fond 
hope that the eternal verities abide throughout. The God of our fathers is ou: 
God. Each great Prophet felt in turn that his message was new, not a ne\ 
religion but a new aspect of it. Rather let us say that the fulfilment, indeed, 
would be new, however old the voicing of it.

A general meeting of life-governorsand subscribers of the Jewish Convalescet

Mrs. BISCHOFFSHEIM moved the adoption of the report and balance-sheet. 
Mr. G. S. JosErH, the Hon. Secretary, in seconding the motion, said that 
the past year had not been eventful; it had, however, been a successful 
one. As regards Daneswood, the number of admissions had been larger than 
previously, the total being 109. The table of results showed that 59 cases were 
discharged certified with the disease arrested; 15 much improved; 28 improved .

The Financial Position. 


Mr. Waris, the Treasurer, reported upon the financial position of the Board 
for the half vear ended 30th June. The income for the first six months of the 
present vear, he said, amounted to £9,791, while the expenditure totalle@ £12,030, 
leaving the large deficit of £3,139. That deficit, he regretted to add, showed an 
increase compared with the deficit at the end of the same working period of the 
previous year, The increase was accounted fog the following items: increase of 
£870 in direct relief, £250 in temporary and fixed allowances, / 200 for medical 
aid, {80 in the expenses incurred by the Sanitary Committee, and /180 tickets of 
other charities. The other side of the balance-shect showed an increase of £310 in 
various donations and /180 in tickets of other charities for distribution purposes 
Altogether there was a total increase of £1,600 on the expenditure side of the 
balance-sheet compared with the first six months of 1913, while the income 
side showed an increase of 4/500 for the period Continuing, 
Mr. WaALEY said that the figures he had just quoted were significant indicating as 
they did the state of things foreseen in the report, namely that increased demands 
would be made upon the Board. Not only. were they now dealing with many more 
applicants, but these were also being treated more liberally. Besides these two 
factors, the Board was continually being urged to take up work tn new directions, 
entailing increasing expenditure. 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN regarded the position of the Board as very 
describing the increase in the deficiency as enormous. 

Mr. M. A. GREEN showed how the increase could be accounted for by the 
statistics he quoted. In 1903, he mentioned, 5,113 cases were dealt with at an 
expenditure of 22,000. Three hundred and sixty-eight were fixed allowance cases 
and cost £14 14s. per case, Last year an expenditure of / 26,400 was incurred on 
a total number of 3,348 cases, of which 444 were fixed allowance cases. These 
ran away with an ‘expenditure of 45,507, showing an increased cost per case of 
over {5. The indications given at the beginning of the vear had been more than 
realised.

The annual conference of the National Association for the 
‘Prevention of Consumption, held Jast week, together 
with a Tuberculous Exlibition at the Town Hall, was an un- 
qualified success. 3 

The Organising Secretary was Ir. S. Jacob, Hon. President 
of the Jewish branch of the Leeds Tuberculosis Association, and associated with 
the kxecitive were Mr. H. Camrass, Mr. M. Lubelsk:, and Ir. J. Friend, res- 
pectively Chairman, Treasurer, and Hon. Medical Officer of the local Jewish

In the course of an address to the conference by Dr. H. De Carl Woodcock, 
Consulting Tuberculosis Officer for Leeds, on ‘‘Domiciliary Treatment,” the 
lecturer said that speaking of the incidence of tuberculosis, that the Irish 
were peculiarly liable to tuberculosis, that the Jew was supposed to own a

great degree of immunity, and the Scotsman was, pathologically at least, 
an Englishman, he contended, that those who = accepted the tradition 


that Jews were immune to tubercule were utterly inthe wrong. In proportion to 
their numbers, the Jews sent fully as many patients as did the English, though he 
admitted that they showed a smaller death-rate. Comparing the Jew's life with 
that of the English and Irish of his neighbourhood, Dr. Woodcock said the Jew 
was never a teetotaler and never a drunkard; he was never drunk except on one 
of his most religious days. (Laughter.) He was frugal in respect to alcohol, and 
le never missed bread for the bottle. Then the care of the children among Jews 
was a merciful religious obsession. As to domicile, both the poor Englishman 
and the poor Jew lived on bad property, in back-to-back houses, in filthy neigh- 
bourhoods. The difference was more marked in the way of living and in the care 
of children, 

Although the Exhibition at the Town Hall closed on Monday night, strenuous 
propaganda work is to be continued in a novel way locally. A series of visits,

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city by trained and able lecturers, with a van containing a miniature exhibition 
consisting of models of poor-class homes—one clean and healthy, the other exactly 
the reverse—open-air shelters for the treatment of phthisis, and about a hundred 
pictures and charts, similar to those exhibited at the Town Hall. The Leeds 
education Committee have given every facility to Dr. S. Jacob, who has arranged 
and organised the visits to the schools. The caravan will visit the central Jewish 
district to-dav. The lecturer and demonstrator will be Dr. Julius Friend, at the 
Lovell Road Council School. Incidentally, a feature of the Exhibition’ was the 
deep interest evinced in the exhibits and demonstrations by the large number of 
Jewish visitors, adults as well as school-children. 


The unsatisfactory state of affairs in connection with the 
appointment of Jewish teachers under the Education 
Authority has been the subject of representations by the 
Jewish Communal Organisation for some time. Mr. I.

The deputation waited upon the Committee on Monday last and was introduced 
by Alderman Charles Wilson. 

The Rev. M. ABRAHAMS, as spokesman, pointed out that Jewish students had 
to contend with many difficulties when they left college. Elementary teachers 
found great difficulty in receiving appointments. They had to apply elsewhere, 
or be content with obtaining inferior positions, or, as an alternative, enter other walks 
in life. University graduates with special qualifications were in the same predica- 
ment. Many of them had to emigrate to the Colonies, and only one had, so far, 
succeeded in obtaining an appointment in a high school in thiscity. Their abilities 
.were undoubted, as evinced by the fact that they had done exceedingly well in the 
sphere which they had chosen. There seemed to be absolutely no prospect of a 
Jewish teacher becoming a headmaster or headmistress. Some, who had only held 
assistantships in Leed.s—with no prospect of preferment—were heads of important 
schools elsewhere. It was practically certain that almost every Jewish teacher 
who had received an appointment in Leeds had so been appointed through special 
influence. Another point, to which exception might be taken, was the undue 
distinction that was drawn by the medical reports between Jews and other denom:- 
nations. This tended to emphasise racial distinction, which led to unsatisfactory 
results. 

Mr. H. Castrass urged that the community did not ask for special favours, 
but only sought for fair play as ratepavers who bore their equal share of civic 
responsibilities 

Alderman Kinper, in reply, said that the matter would certainly have the 
attention of the Committee and that the deputation would. be pleased to hear that 
on that very afternoon a Jew.sh appointment had been made 


The scheme for acquiring new Hospital premises has for some time 
beer. engaging the attention of the Special Committee appointed 
for that purpose. Under the supervision of Mr. S. Wolfson 
(Acting Chairman), together with Mr. Lyla Goodman (Hon 
Secretary), the matter has been energetically advanced, and various projects have 
been considered with the view to furthering the scheme. 

A special Board meeting was held on Sunday at the Hospital premises, and in 
the unavoidable absence of Mr. J. Moser (owing to indispos.tion), Mr. 5. 
WOLFSON presided. 

Mr. LYLA GOODMAN reported upon the various properties and sites that had 
been viewed, and gave full details of the negotiations carried on by the Specia! 
Committee. He reported upon a building that had been offered, which was 
admirably suited for the purpose, and could be easily adapted for the requirements 
of the Hospital. Considerable discussion ensued, and among the various opinions 
expressed it was contended that the situation of the particular building in the Claren 
don Road district (which is adjacent to the General Infirmary) was too far removed 
from the Jewish quarter, and not sufficiently accessible. On the other hand, the 
alternative of a suitable site and building of new premises was strongly advocated, 
it being urged that there would not be much difficulty in raising the requisite funds 
for the purpose, 

In the course of the discussion Mr. Lovuts.GoopMAn, and Mr. JoE COHEN 
expressed the opinion that it would be extremely difficult successfully to carry out 
a building scheme, as they thought that it would not be possible to obtain the 
requisite support. 

Mr. S. GOLDMAN strongly advocated the acquiring of the property in the 
Clarendon Road district, and was of the opinion that the Jewish Hospital, situated 
close to the other medical institutions, could operate conjointly with the Kosher 
Kitchen. 

Ultimately it was decided that the meeting’ be adjourned for a fortnight, and 
that in the meantime particulars of certain sites, together with the report on the 
estimate of the cost of erecting a new building, be obtained by the sub-Committee 
and submitted to the General Board. |

he could not pay Mr. Candleshine a higher compliment than by reiterating what 
their President had said, viz., that he and his fellow Shochetim of Birmingha™ 
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had, by the manner in which they performed their duties, raised the level of their 
office. He was confident that Mr. Candleshine would uphold the high standard, 
and that by no action of his would he allow the high reputation attained by 
Shechita in this Congregation to be assailed. Messrs. S. B. Simmons, I. 
Rosenthal and Rabbi Bloch also spoke. 

Mr. ISRAEL CANDLESHINE, in his reply, said that from the bottom of his 
heart he thanked them for the kind words uttered and for the beautiful and very 
useful present they had made him. Needless to say he appreciated both equally 
very much indeed. He assured them it was not the monetary value it represented 
but the beautiful inscription, the kind remarks, and above all the generous feelings 
that accompanied the gift that appealed to him more than anything else. The 
xood effect of it would indelibly be impressed upon his memory. The Chairman 
iad kindly referred to the manner in which he had always performed his duties, 
and the great esteem in which he was held by everybody. He was pleased to say 
that since he arrived in Birmingham he had always been kindly treated by every- 
body with whom he came into contact.

There is still a latent idea present in the public 
mind that the Jew's ambition is simply to amass wealth, and that he is a greedy and 
avaricious being who exploits the poor Gentile. Much of this jealousy and misunder. 
Standing can be easily removed by a few tactful words. Unfortunately the general public 
is rarely informed of Jewish achievements in other fields than that of commerce. 

(3) To arrange a series of educative and instructive lectures for the Jewish masses, 
these lectures to. be continued through the whole year. 

It is not only necessary to fortify our defences from without. . We must also 
Strengthen them from within. I’ am of the opinion that if this were properly done, a 
great many of our troubles would vanish. It is paintul to find what an appalling ignor- 
ance there is among the masses of Jews of things Jewish. The time which is devoted 
to Jewish education is so short that barely the main essentials of our religion are learnt 
by the time the boy or girl leaves school. During the most critical years of adolescence, 
the small amount of Jewish knowledge acquired is. readily forgotten, so that a Jewish 
manhood and womanhood minus their Jewishness are reared. 

In many instances this tends to make assimilation easier... I find that here ‘in 
Birmingham there is a yearning anda thirst for knowledge among the Jewish masses. 
I feel sure that if the lectures were made interesting enough they: would prove a 
success. They would elevate the moral tone of our people, cultivate a feeling of. national 
consciousness, and react most favourably on the rising generation. For after all, the mast 
important side of a League, with objects such aS I have outlined above, must be in- its 
cultural work,-in its efforts to stimulate clean and righteous living, thus disarming 
critics of any legitimate comp!aints and providing an armour for defence from-within. 

In conclusion, permit me to say, that I hope every section of Birmingham Je\ 
support. the above movement. It already commands the practical sympathy of the Ls] 
working men of the city, and I feel certain that once the League is. placed on a proper 
footing it will start on a very useful career

To THE EpITOoR.—From Mr. T.. WAINSTEIN, Secretary, The Shechita 
ference, 184, Rutherglen Road, Glasgow. 

Sirx,--" W.," in attempting to justify a condemnation of communal management here. 
States that the failures to effect a United Shechita Board 1s attributable to the obstinacy 
of the South Portland Street Synagogue delegates at a Conference. This, Sir, T, as 
Secretary of that Conference, have not the slightest hesitation in declaring to be absclutely 
devoid of any fact. Probably “ W." is cognisant of this, for he gives no authority fcr. nor 
does he adduce any evidence in substantiation of, this charge Indeed, one 1s inclined to 
believe that, in taking part in this controversy, * W.” was actuated not by the desire of 
seeing “Sholom” in Glasgow, but because this appeared to be a suitable opportunity for 
giving vent to his spleen against the South Portland Street Synagogue delegates. 

The Conference, to which “ W.” refers, was held some time ago for the purpose of 
establishing a United Shechita Board, and a report of the proceedings appeared in your 
paper. Since then several: meetings, representative of all the institutions interested in the 
administration of Shechita have been held, under the Chairmanship of Mr. Eilis Isaacs 
(of the South Portland Street Synagogue), who has proved himself a most active worker, 
and such progress has been made im investigating and solving the difficulues in the way 
of such an institution—and these have been numerous and hitherto a tertile source of 
misunderstanding and discord—-that there is every prospect of an arly settlement of the 
whole question. All the meetings have been carried on in a most businesslike manner, 
and at no-time has there been shown what may be truly called “ obstinacy” on the part of 
any delegate. 

In view of what I have written, it is evident “that the efforts. to form a United 
Shechita Board” have not failed. I would like to point out thatit is such persons as * W." 
who make statements at random on matters of which they are entirely ignorant and who 
consider it unnecessary to make enquiries as to the true state of affairs, who work the 
greatest mischief in any community.

In the course of his sermon last Sabbath, at the Spring Gardens

The New Education in Religion. 

Dr. BERKOWITZ, who was cordially received, then delivered 
address on “‘ The New Education in Religion" 

Permit me to express the great gratification and pleasure which Dr. Kosenau 
and I feel to be welcomed here under such distinguished auspices. The Union of 
Jewish Literary Societies, whose proceedings I have followed with deep interest for 
many years, has made its strongest appeal to me, because in this Society all 
British Jews unite, forgetting all sectional differences and blending all interests in 
the common endeavour to promote Jewish studies. It is, indeed, an augury of 
great promise, in which we may also be privileged to share with you, that the 
honoured and distinguished Chief Rabbi has accepted the leadership of these, 
vour united forces. It is. this same unifying motive which underlies the whole 
movement we have been conducting in America through the agency of the Jewish 
Chautauqua’ Society, for we have also succeeded in bringing together on the plat- 
form of Jewish education our various leaders and their constituents. Such men, 
to name but a few, as Dr. Schechter and Dr. Kohler, Drs. E. G. Hirsch and 
Stephen Wise-——with Drs. Mendes and Cyrus, Adler—all of these have from 
time to time actively participated in our annual assemblies or other phases 
of our work. 
from a lake in-New York State on whose banks the Society has its headquarters— 
is a widespread movement which has achieved notable’ success, by means of 
extension work, in promoting popular education. The Jewish department has 
adapted this well-known system to the popularising of Jewish knowledge, and 
during the past twenty years has stimulated and aided thousands of persons in all 
parts of America to pursue prescribed reading courses in Jewish history, literature, 
and religion. . We have found that those most earnest and assiduous in this effort 
have been parents and teachers who feel the responsibility of training the young in 
Judaism. To meet their needs our whole system has gradually expanded, From 
providing merely syllabi and plans for adult study circles, we have been led to 
enlarge the scope of our efforts so as to cover the whole range of educational 
endeavour from youth to maturity. Therefore the most recent development has 
been the successful establishment of a ‘‘Correspondence Schoo! ” for the instruc- 
tion of teachers and parents. In all of these endeavours the attempt has been 
made to apply the principles and methods of what is called ‘The New Education,” 
This involves a frank recognition of the fact that

has come over the whole educational world in our day. Educators are every- 
where keenly alert to the new revelations of modern psychology, the latest demon- 
Strations of physiology and the whole range of scientific data, unknown heretofore

at large. Our Jewish schools, with rare exceptions, are still housed in dingy 
vestry-rooms and basements. Our Cheder and Talmud Torah Schools too often 
are an offence to every law of cleanliness and order. The crimes they datly 
commit against the physical welfare of our youth in many lands ¢ry to heaven on 
behalf of the defenceless child. To the Greek principle of * Selt-knowledge™ the 
ktomans added the important precept: “ Mens sana in corpore sano” (A healthy 
mind in a healthy. body,’ i.e, external strength and beauty must. be an index to 
mental poise and culture. To secure thts very equilibrium in training, modern 
pedagogy eagerly seizes upon. the approved results of the researches of 
psychologists and physiologists. All efforts are centred on ths difhcult. and 
delicate task of tracing the physical and mental powers, in order to supply to the 
student at the proper time the proper intellectual nutriment and stimulus. On 
this foundation the new education builds its whole system of school organisation 
and class grading. Again the religious schools of all kinds lag wofully behind 
all other schools, in applying these discoveries of the new education. The Jewish 
schools are all the more to blame because they still defy every right pedagogic 
principle when mere lads are led into the Hebrew Bible through the incompre- 
hensible chapters of Leviticus and ere they can tairly walk on dry land are forced 
to flounder about aad 


SINK OR SWIM IN THE “SEA OF THE TALMUD.” 
The author of the ancient Midrash had already sensed the newest principle of 
education, for said he: ‘‘ The voice of God, on Mount Sinai, adapted itself to the 


intellects of old and young—men, women, and children,”—suggesting that the 


language of the instructor be adapted to the comprehension of those to be 
instructed. (Schechter: Studies in Judaism, I. 309). The new education in 
religion demands for the Jewish Schools. a re-constructed curriculum, ‘True, no 
curriculum is or can be final, for the whole educational ideal is ever broadening, 
its methods ever expanding. Nevertheless, we cannot in justice to ourselves 
continue to ignore the changes which have come to quicken with new life the 
whole educational movement in the world. We must bring the Jewish Schools 
into that movement. Tentative efforts towards. standardising our Schools have 
been made in various places. Here and there the task has been, perforce, under- 
taken to devise a modernised curriculum, A comprehensive plan of this kind has 
engaged my earnest thought during some thirty years, and I have ventured to 
promulgate it as the basis of the Correspondence School Lessons. It considers 
the progressive needs from childhood, through youth and adolescence to maturity. 
It offers courses from the primary grades through the intermediate, junior and 
senior vears, and also gives the “College Outlook” over the range of Jewish 
studies. It presents Judaism—first, as expressed in its precepts and practices, 
second, as formulated in Jewish worship; third, as illustrated in the history and 
literature of the Jewish people, It finds abundant Jewish precedent for the dictuga 
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of the Greeks and that of the Romans, which the new education has adopted: 
To these it adds, however, a third, which exceeds them both in importance:

Dr. RoseNAU then described the origin and organisation of the Corres- 
pondence School tor Jewish Teachers, conducted by the Chautauqua Society. He 
said that Dr. Berkowitz and himself on the occasion of a tour in the Western States 
had been met on all bands with an expression of the needs of religious education, 
and of opportunities for training the right sort of teacher. There were endow - 
ments for the training of teachers at the Jewish Theological Seminary, New York, 
the Gratz College, Philadelphia, and the Hebrew Union College, Cincinnati, bu: 
these affected but a small circle and did not reach those teachers scattered up an< 
down the country. After much thought they had decided that a correspondence 
school was necessary. They had laid their plan before Mr. Jacob H. Schiff, who 
had promptly provided the means for its establishment and partial endowment. 
He explained how the assistance of experts had been invoked for 
drawing up courses of study dealing with methods of organisation and 
material of instruction, each course being carefully edited by Dr. 
Berkowitz as Chancellor, and himself as Dean of the Faculty. He emphasised 
the fact that the courses were written without any bias, the aim being to make 
them suitable for every phase of Jewish educational and religious activity. There 
were already 124 students at work, and they included not only teachers but als« 
parents.

JEWISH UNIVERSITY EXTENSION LECTURES. 


CONFERENCE AT UNIVERSITY COLLEGE. 


On Wednesday, at the Mocatta Library, University College, under the auspices 
of the Jewish Historical Society and the Union of Jewisn Literary Societies, a con- 
ference was held for the purpose of discussing the desirability of holding Jewish 
University Extension Courses. There was a large and representative gatherny 
which included Drs. Berkowitz and Rosenau, and Dr. Maurice Harris, of New 
York. 

Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS, who presided, said that the Haham in his President:al 
Address to the Jewish Historical Society, had urged that the Society should do’ 
something for the study of Jewish history in its wider sense. They were lad to 
make use of the visit of Drs. Berkowitz and Rosenau as the guests of the Union 
of Jewish Literary. Societies. These gentlemen had been devoting then 
selves to the promotion of Jewish studies among the teachers and studen: 
in America. It was from them that they originally took the idea of the summe 
meetings for Jewish history and Jewish subjects generally, and Dr. Berkow:tz had 
himself attended the summer school of the Union at Ramsgate some ycars ago. 
It had been very successful, indeed. They then had a Jewish section of the 
I’ xtension meeting at Cambridge in 1908, where about forty to fifty Jewish students 
attended. This had, however, only been spasmodic work, and had fallen mainly 
on bis own shoulders. Work of this kind ought not to depend on one man, and 
they wanted to draw up a definite scheme for the future, and they wanted that 
meeting to give them encouragement to proceed. He expressed his pleasure at the 
representative character of the gathering which included just those who believed 
in the power of: Jewish studies to hold and inspire Jewish people. He referred to 
the fact that the authorities at Toynbee Hall would give the movement every 
encouragement and facility. | | 

Dr. RosENAU then briefly described the work of the Jewish Chautaugua 
Society in arranging extension lectures at American Universities. The aid of the 
Society had first been invoked by the University of Tennessee, which wished to 
hold lectures on Jewish subjects in.view of the large Jewish immigration into the 
South vid Galveston. He emphasised the value of these lectures in removing a 
great deal of ignorance and prejudice concerning the Jews in various parts of the 
States. 7 

Mr. Hitcucock, the Registrar of Toynbee Hall, said that Toynlee would 
gladly welcome such a scheme. He thought that the Christian population in the 


-East End had much to learn concerning their Jewish neighbours, and the lectures 


would also be of value to Jews. He expressed the hope that the Jewish population 
would take a fuller part in the general activities of Toynbee Hall. . 

The HAHAM expressed his pleasure that the scheme was on the way to 
materialising. He pointed out that they had greater difficulties to contend wit) 
than their American friends, as the area of selection was smaller... The great 
value of the courses proposed would lie in correcting the shallow dilletanusm, 
which was now too prexalent. 

Mr. L. G. Bowman, Headmaster of the Jews’ Free School, and Mr. L. 
WEISBERG, Headmaster of the Westminster Jews’ Free School, said that teachers 
would welcome the project. ten 
- _-Dr. BERKOWITZ emphasised the fact the Chautauqua Society had kept on its 
work for over twenty years, and he laid stress on the value of continuous effort. 

Dr. MAuRICE HARRISs said that Toynbee was the natural home of university 
extension work. He referred to the problem of interesting Jewish students at the 
Universities in Jewish studies, and urged that they should do all they could to 
bring the message of Israel to their students. 

~The Rev. Morris JosePpH moved and the Rev. S. LEvy seconded a vote of 
thanks to the speakers, and on the motion of Dr. S. A. HirscH a vote of thanks 
was passed to the Chairman, who expressed his acknowledgments of the response 


which the meeting had made to the suggestion he had put forward,

'xlibition, of which he was Hon. Secretary from inception to close, besides being the 

leading spirit of the whole. movement. (Jewish Encyclopedia, XI,, 509), 

6. Sir Isidore Spielmann, then on the threshold of his career as an organiser of art 
exhibitions, noted the wave of interest in ancient things which had passed over the 
community, and resolved to turn it to permanent account. Towards the end of March, 
or early in 1886, he called upon me in South Street and explained to me his scheme of an 
exhibition of Jewish history and ecclesiastical art. . . I remember distinctly that 
he said the idea had been suggested to him by the popular interest aroused in the fate 
‘ the Bevis Marks Synagogue, and that was how it originated in his own mind. I 
mention this not only to establish the chain of events, but because it has been erroneously 
“stated that Mr. Newman was the author of the idea. As a matter of fact, Newman was 
cpnsulted*‘at the same time as I was, and we joined the provisional committee together. 
(Mr. Lucien Woli, Presidential address, January 15th, 1912.) 

As I happened to be one of the Honorary Secretaries of the recent celebration, 
and as I understand there is a mistaken impression, which I am anxious to remove, 
that by virtue of that office I was in some mysterious way responsible for your 
editorial comments on the function, the duty of recalling the facts 1 have quoted 
apparently devolves upon me in order to place matters in their proper perspective. 


THE NIPPUR TABLET. 


‘DR. STEPHEN. LANGDON’S DISCOVERY, 


The “Nippur Tablet,” which was recently announced by Dr. Stephen 
Langdon, the Reader in Assyriology at Oxford, one of the early Babylonian tablets 
unearthed at Nippur and now in the Philadelphia Museum, Dr. Langdon found to 
contain a pre-Semitic account of the Deluge which is supposed to be the original 
of that contained in the Book of Genesis. The tablet also contained a reference to 
the Fall of Man, in which it is Noah and not Adam who is tempted. The inscrip- 
tions are in Sumerian. 

Dr. Langdon, in the course of a statement to the Daily Chronicle, said we 
shall soon have in our hands the most ancient version, from which the entire 
Biblical version: has come. The Fall of Man was originally attached to Noah and 
not to Adam, because it was Noah who “lost eternal life,” in the sense that eternal 
life was considered as longevity. The Bible also makes Noah the last of the long- 
lived demi-gods, so that it is very evident that the original pre-Semitic Sumerian, 
as well as the Bible, regarded Noah as the first great sinner, who ate of the fruit 
of the forbidden tree of life and lost the longevity of the pre-diluvian age,

Jesting apart, the vegetarian folk base the strongest argument for their 
movement upon Biblical exhortation, and in one of their latest pamphlets make 
much of that well-known passage: ** Behold I have given you every herb bearing 
seed, which is upon the face of all the earth, and every tree in which is the fruit 
of a tree yielding seed—to you it shall be for meat.”

Tenth Jahrzeit of Dr. Herzl. 


MEMORIAL SERVICES. 


Under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation a service was held ag 
the Philpot Street Synagogue on Monday, in connection with the tenth anniversary 
of the death of Dr. Theodor Herzl. 7 ; 

The Maariv service having been read by the Rev. M. Signaievsky, 

The Rev. M. Rabpinovitz addtessed the congregation in a Yiddish discourse. 
He reminded them that Herzl’s Jahrzeit occurred in the three weeks of Israel's 
sorrow but also of Israel's hope, for throughout his golus Israel had been able to 
preserve his existence by means of the comfort of the Torah and the Messian; 
Hope, the hope of a return to Zion. But atime came when these hopes were jn 
danger Of being forgotten, and then it was that there arose a man who revived 
their aspirations. He had come among them as a flash of lightning which had 
illumined the darkness of their go/us and showed them the way they should go— 
Zionwards. 

Mr.. Joserii COWEN, President of the English Zionist Federation, said 

there was a time when one could hardly speak at a service in memory of 
Dr. Herzl without a tearing of the heart and without tears coming to the 
eyes. But now when it. came to Herzl’s Jahrzeit one's feelings was of joy 
and gladness--at the thought that, as Jews, they had had in their time a 
great hero and world figure, a greater hero than many a more popular one. 
So great was his love for his people that nothing was too small and nothiny 
too big for him to give to them. He gave them everything, he gave them h; 
life. It was no secret that the reason they did not get out of their golus misery 
more quickly was that they had not among them men like Herz! who would giv 
their lives to their people. Herzl gave his life, and what a life he had to give ' 
a life that did not occur twice in one's lifetime, not twice ina century, Or often :n 
the lifetime of a people. There were now men—strangely enough men who came 
under the Herzl banner—who spoke of his ideas as old-fashioned and passé, as 
only for the time in which Herzl spoke and lived. This was absurd and 
ridicul lor Herzl spoke the truth, and the truth was as pood for 
@s 1895—-was good for ever. A few days ago. this country 
had been mourning the loss of a= great statesman—and Zionists also 
Shared. in the mourning because he had been one of the few European 
statesmen who had shown kindness to Jews—who had called upon this country, 
upon England of all countries, “ tothink imperially.” Why, that was what Herzl— 
before Chamberlain had said it—called upon them to do. 


HERZL URGED JEWS TO THINK JEWISHLY IMPERIALLY 


—not to think of the parish pump and the petty politics of the chevra and 
synagogue, united or disunited, but to think imperially. And so dense ct 
understanding were some of our people that they had heard it said at a 
Conference of Jewish Ministers held recently that the question of the Jewish 
renaissance must not be exaggerated, for there wasa danger of their thoughts beiny 
taken away from problems at home, and the type of Mrs. Jellaby being produced in 
Angho-Jewry. Anglo-Jewry was fullof Mrs. Jellabys, who were terribly concerned 
about the Hottentots. There were Cabinet Ministers so concerned, but who were so 
little concerned about the:rown people that they were content to sit with confidence 
and ease side by side with colleagues who, by their behaviour, showed that they 
did not look upon them as colleagues. The imperial way of thinking which Herz] 
commended to them was more necessary for Anglo-Jewry than for any other 
Jewry. They saw Jews in this country engaging themselves in movements all 
over the world—eacept Palestine, the exploration and revival of which could 
be left to French, German, Italian, or English Goyim, but not to the English 
Jew.

Mr. S. B. RUBENSTEIN said Dr. Herzl’s greatness consisted not only in his 


own great work for the Zionist movement, but in the way he influenced others to 
labour for the cause. Mr. Rubenstein went on to deal with the way Herzl, though 
at first not a religionist, gave religion to the Jews; and though once an assimilator, 
without hope, gave hope to the Jews.

would be sufficient. Herzl had already become a_ national legend. Out 
of great love the Jewish people had made Herzl a legendary personality. In 
Jewish history many legendary personalities could be found at one period or 
another. Maimonides occupied that position in the popular mind for a con- 
<iderable time. At a more recent period the personality of Moses Mendelssohn 
hecame legendary. But in almost every case these legendary personalities were of 
a passing nature ; they had after a time disappeared from the imagination of the 
people. What would be the fate of the Herzl-legend? Would that too pass 
away into the tombs of forgetfulness. Many a time had he asked himself this 
jyuestion and he was going to be quite frank and say that he did not believe in the 
cecurity of the Herzl-legend as long as the Jewish people lived under the 
conditions they were living at present. He had, he regretted to say, been forced

Rabbi ABRAHAMSON said it was well that they should recall once a year the 
memory of one who lived and died for his people, who awakened them to 
renascence, to Judenstaat and Judentum, The Golus, in which they: were 
persecuted in land after land, was threatening to become the malach hamoves of 
the Jewish people when Herzl showed the way to revive the Jewish life and spirit 
in their own land. In the same way that Moses had not died—they knew not his 
srave—but lived on in the Torah, so Herzl still lived, in the great ideal he pro- 
moted They did not assemble there to mourn the dead, but to consider the 
duties he had reminded them were theirs so that Israel should live. : 

Professor Dr. FRIEFDLANDER said he was not a stranger among them, 
for he came frequently to London and interested . himself in Anglo-Jewish 
affairs. And when a Jew came from one country to another an 
important topic to discuss was the unity of Israel. That ‘“‘all Israel 
was brothers” was, on such an occasion as the Jahrzeit of Dr. Herzl, 
avery appropriate subject for consideration. To his mind nothing Herzl did was 
of greater importance than when in his first story of modern Jews he had empha- 
sised the need for their unity. The great characteristic of world-wide Jewry was 
iis disunion—the differences among the Jews of various countries and among. 
those in the same country who came there from different parts. . It was impossible 
for Jews to regain Zion if they were disunited. Herzl had in his own person 
brought together, as it were, different kinds of Jews. They would remember 
he had first been a Vienna Schriftsteller, a journalist whose. ambition .was to 
write feuilletons and invent witticisms, and they could understand how far this kind 
of Jew wasfrom the one who had merited that memorial service. An interest- 
ing fact which he (Prof. Friedlander) had learnt about Herzl's younger days 
was that at the age of ten his ideal had been to cut through the Isthmus of Panama 
and join two great oceans. An ideal which he realised later in life was to join two 
great oceans of humanity, the two masses which could be referred to as those of 
the Russian and the German Jews. His idea of bringing together in congress 
Jews from various lands had at first been laughed at, but -he had carried it out. 
Professor Friedlander appealed to the congregation to do all that would make for 
unity with other sections of Jewry, to give as well as take, thus striving for the 
Achdus Yisroel. 

_. Mr. ABRAHAM LEVINSOHN gave some encouraging impressions of a recent 
Visit to Palestine, and urged the need there for energetic men and for money. A 


great drawback was that many necessities had now to be purchased outside the 


country, which, he urged, should be made in Palestine. The arrangement for their 
manufacture there by people who would go from England or elsewhere would, he 
assured them, be a profitable business undertaking.
